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COMPARISONSE ARE NOT

ALWAYS OoDIOUS,

———

The lives of many men who have risen to
fame or fortune are worthy of the caroful study
of all, especially when the mainspring of this
prosperity consists in a simple adhercnce to a
single purpose, or the faithful, earnest, untiring
pursuit of a single grand objoct. In the fleld of
medicine this Is partionlarly the case, The
records of the profession are flled with notable
Iinstances whore this singleness of purpose Lias
in the end borne the richest nnd rarest frult,

The ense of Willinm Harvey, the cminent Eng-
lish physician of the seventecnth century, is
nmong the most remarkable of these. In the
year 1019, whille engaged in the discharge of his
dutles as lecturer on anstomy and surgery in the
College of Physicians at London, he made
discovery which in time quite revolutionized the
entire fabric which bad been bullt up by the de-
voteea of theart of healing. At this early poriod,
he beoame consclons of having detected the trae

theory of the cirenlation of the blood, but
it was not until 1828, ulne years later,
that he goave to  the world the treatise

which set forth this theory In all its compli-
cated details, The years Intervening between
the actual discovery and ita first public an-
nouncemont were devoted to the most caroful
and anxious study and experimenting, in order
to enable him to place his wonderful discovery
upon a bnsis that wonld defy the assaults of the
learned and the ridicule of the ignorant.  When
at lust his opinlons were glven to the world,
thay were so thoroughly fortified on all sides thist
to this day no material additionul light hng been
thrown upon this apecial subject. Bt the world
of the seventeenth century was as slow to recog-
nize and nceept such a discovery ne 1t has nlways
been found, both before and since, in cnses of o
slmilar character. For many years the dis-

coverer of the clreulatlon of the blood
fully experienced the effects of hLis inno-
vations. No sooner ‘was his theory nan-

nounced than his practice fell off perceptibly,
and it was a long time before he fully reguined
the confidence which he had previously enjoyed.
Men, learned and unlearned In medicine, re-
garded him as un empirie, & dispenser of nos-
trums which carried death to those who partook
of them. It was not credible that all the learn-
ing and experiments of centurles could have
been s0 Imperfect and sbort-sighted as to pass
by anything so palpable as the circulation of the
blood, If such o thing were possible in the eco-
nomy of nature. The older members the
profession, especlally—those who lud been
driving along in well-defined ruts for yeans

could not and would not be made to comprehend
either the possibility or the actunl existence of

ol

a principle which had been o action
under their eyes during the whole of
thelr professional careers, ' and  yet lhad

entirely escaped thelr closest observation and
ever-ready scrutiny. But the great discoverer
lived long enough to witness his own unguali-
fied trinmph, and before his labors closed on-
joyed the satisfaction of seeing all of his nssall-
ants discomfited by the irresistible logic of facts,
The principle of the eirculation of blood in all
members of the animal kingdom was aceepted
fully by the world, and became theneeforth the
groundwork of the healing ary, holding In obe-
dience to it all the applinnces of treatment and
cure. Bingleness of purpose, devotlon to the
truths of science, fearless advocacy of the incon-
trovertible principles of nature, triumphed over
ignorance nud prejudice, und gained for Harvey
a place second to none in the annals of his chosen
profession. .

The history of FEdward Jenner, the discoverer
of vaccination, is equally instructive. While
still an apprentice to a physiclan, his attention
hid been called to the subject of the prevention
of smallpox. A young country girl who had
applied to his master and instructor for medical
advice Incidentally remarked, in his hearing,
that she could not take the smallpox because
she had already had the cowpox. The old-
fashioned surgeon pald no heed 1o this passing
observation. He had devoted a lifetime to the
gtudy of the science, and had found no autho-
rity for such a notion in the books or in his own
experience. The young student, however,
dwelt upon the fugitive words of the girl, and

was 50 impressed with the importance ol
the subject that he at  once  entered
upon  Its  Investigation.  Diligent Inguiry

among the laboring people of the country
showed him that persons engaged in the milking
of the cows were frequently attlicted with a mild
eruptive disease which, as they rightly supposed,
was communicated from the cattle. This was
not all, however. He found that there prevailed
a belief thata person who had thus taken this
mild form of the cowpox wae proof agalnst the
ravages of one of the most loathsome nnd fatal
scourges of the human race. Bending all his
energles upon these facte, he deduced from them
the following theory:— Half u century previously
the systom of inoculation for the smallpox had
been Introdueed, the disease when thus Imparted
being much less virulent than when contracted
in the ordimary way. If the cowpox were to be
Introduced into the system by inoculation, it
wounld also prove less virulent than the cuasual
complaint, and yet would retain [ts protecting
and preventatlve power, Years of careful study
and experimenting were devoted to the subject,
and at last he was prepared to announce his
theories to the world as established facts. A
gturdy opposition, ns was to have been antici-
pated, was encountered by bim, and some years
elapsed before the profession and the world at
large would acknowledge the correctness of bis
views, But his floal trinmph wis as complete
a8 had been that of his predecessor, and at dif-
ferent times before hls death he recelved about
$150,000 by grant from the British Parlinment,
in acknowledgment of his services to the world
and us compensation for his outlays and sacri-
fices,
In our own city we are, happlly, able to cite
a ease which presents thie same instructive fea-
tures as those which we lave already cited.
Thirty years ago, Dr, J. i1, Schenck, who had
been brought to the verge of the grave by the
copsumption, was given uy by bis attending
physicisn as beyond the reach of earthly ald.
In the desperation which besets o man when
thus forced face to face with death, he turned
all his skill and emergy to his own case, aud
discovered n compound, now known as the Ful-
monie 8yrup, which effected a marvellous, but
perfect cure. Then he began to test its eflichcy
upon others, and slowly but surely forced upon
the world the t'on\rjcl.lun that consumption wns
not utterly beyond the reach of buman skill, and
that, if all other remedies were powerloss to hold
it at bay, the Pulmonic Syrup was iw ungues-
tioned master.
